Digging Trenches ‘in hes in No-Man’s Land 
Under Fierce Gun-fire in “Petri- 
fled Choppy ' Sea” 


Lieut, W. J. Withrow of the Can- 
adian Engineers wrote home as fol- 
lows: “It is some hot corner hére, 
but’ you know what a hornets’ nest 
the Canadians stirred up when. they 
blew up mines -under the German 
satient.. The craters passed back and 
forward several times with lots of 
slaughter and a terrific noise. Hun- | 
dreds of big guns on each side, 
thousands of bombs, big and little and 
an infernal. rattle of machine guns. 
Rifles appear to be out of date, ex- 
cept to support bayonets. 

“Well, C company was. ordered to 
supply 120 men to build a narrow 
trench two feet wide and five feet 
deep across the rear of two craters 
between them and connecting one end 
with front line trenches. On the six 
mile march in we had to chcnge eur 
route on account of heavy shelling 
of the road ahead. But we finally got 
our men out in no-man’s land, strewn 
along our task and working Nke 
beavers. We were glad to get free 
of the front line which was being 
enfiladed’ by some big guns, dropping 
coal boxes every few minutes. i 

“Out here we had only random bul- 
fets from rifles and machine guns 
whizzing and pinging around us to 
bother. The ground was like a choppy 
sea petrifidd—the blasted ruins of old 
German trenches and .dug-outs with 
shell holes, large and small between, 
Our men dug and hacked through all 
kinds df debris, old sand-bags, timber,’ 
wire entanglements, corrugated iron 
and dead bodies. It was gruesome. 

Suddenness of Attack 


“However things went merrily but 
without a word except here and there 
@ muttered curse, when all of a sud- 
den, fury broke loose. A Hun bomb- 
ing attack on the craters: was replied 
to by Canadian bombers inside, Hun-, 
dreds of big guns on three sides sent 
a storm of shells, big and little, high 
explosive and shrapnel. Machine guns 
and rifles plied a hailstorm of bullets 
gn and over us.

Bimply because of the accuracy of 
modern guns. The Huns were: firing 
over our heads at the front line para‘ 
pets or scattering shrapnel over the 
supports.
